Justices focus 
on issue of intent

BOISE - A i -.vm Falls couple 
•will face trial on iVr-.t -degree mur- 
der charges afur the Idaho 
Supreme Cimri Thur.sday 
reversed a District Court judge’s 
earlier decision to reduce the 
cliarges lo second-degree murder. 

The Supreme Court’s unani- 
mous decision ended Ifj months 
of wailing for Richard Dale 
Cheatham, 42, and Alici.i Nicole 
Duyungan, 22, who were sup- 
posed to go on trial in April 1999 
in connection with the 1997 
killing of Wayne Lafferty. 

But the trial was delayed when 
the Idaho attorney general's 
office appealed District Judge 
Daniel Meehl’.s decisiun ro reduce 
the charges to sccond-dt-gree 
murder. Meehl mlcd prosecutors 
did not provide enough evidence 
to show the defend.ints inu-ndeti 
to rob Lafferty when In- was 
killed, so the c;ise did not meet 
the requirements of Idaho’s 
felony murder rule. 

Under the felony murder mle. 
a defendant can l>e charged with 
first-degree murder if t» homicide 
was commitlei) during the com- 
mission of another felony. In this 
case the stale is trying to prove 
Cheatham and Duyungan intend- 
ed lo roh Lafferty before they 
killed him. 

The Supreme Court agreed 
with Meehl's niling - stiying that 
if the prosecution cannot prove 
the defendants’ inieni to rob 
Lafferty, tJie felony murder rule 
doesn't apply. But the Supreme 
Court disagreed with .Meeiil on 
whether sufficient evidence exist- 
ed to prove intent It reversed

A draft complaint prepared by 
federal attorneys says the county 
could be subject for civil penal- 
ties of up to $27,500 per day for 
eacli violation.

“I do not chink this is a spear 
worth falling on four months 
'before ap election,” said Sen. 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., who 
was joioed by just five other 
senators in voting against the 
bill. 

He noted legislation only 
affects groups chat organize 
under the increasingly popular 
section 527 of the tax code, 
which is reserved for groups cre- 
ated for political purposes.

F or more than 50 years, since a 
1947 case colled “Everson,” 
tlie Supreme Court lias bc^ 
getting it wrong on religion. In 
that long-ago case, the Court 
ruled that what the federal government 
was prohibited from doing - establishing 
a national church - the states also could 
• not do. Fifteen years later, atheist leader 
Madalyn Murray O’Hair succe^uUy 
challenged prayer and Bible reading in 
public spools, and it’s been downhill for 
cenain expressions of religious views 
ever since. 

In hisdissendng opinion on the latest 
case, which forbids student-led prayer at 
I public-school football gomes, Chief 
Justice William Rehnqulst sdd the 
majority opinion “bristles with hostility 
to oU things religious in public life.” He 
is ri^t, of course. But the decision offers 
on opportunity for religious believers if 
they ydll seize it 

liie greater power to do good lies 
within individuals, not the state. 
Conservudve Christians, cspedoliy, ore 
fooling themselves when they think put^ 
lie prayers are a sign that all must be 
right with the world. Such prayers 
before foiotball games do nothing for die 
quality of the gome, and there is no evi- 
dence, nor could there be, of fewer 
injuries because God’s name has twen 
invoked over the loudspeaker. 
Furthermore, such prayers trivialize the 
act of prayju-. No less an authority than-. 
Jesus spoke about public displays of 
worship when He said of the Phari^s 
(the fundamentalists of His day): 
“Everything they do is done for men to 
see; They make their phylacteries wide

and the tassels on thdir garments long: 
they love the place of honor at banquets 
and the most important scats in the syn- 
agogues; they love to be greeted in the 
marketplaces and to have men call them 
'Rabbi’." 

Elsewhere, Jesus has this advice on 
praycR “Be careful not to do your acts of 
righteousness before men, to be seen by 
them .... And when you pray, do not be 
like the hypocrites, for they love to pray 
standing u^e synagogues and on uie 
street comers to be seen by men .... But 
when you pray, go into your room, close 
the door and pray to your Father, who is 
unseen.” 

The Supreme'Court said nothing at all 
about that for more powerful and effec- 
tive type of prayer. But in our culture, 
which highly values what the world v^- 
ues (hlled stadiums, television appca^ 
onces and other visible cxpr<^ons of - 
“success"), things done out of public 
view don’t count for much, In fact, the 
only kind of faith that actually docs work 
is that which is hrst practiced. St. Fronds 
of Assisi is credited with the statemenn 
“Preach the gospel. Use words if neces- 
sary.” 

ITie behavior the Court did not and 
cannot proscribe is the kind that will 
moke a far greater impression than 


teenagers praying at high-«cbool foot-^ 
ball games. It is the behavior that r- 
begins with the disdplitie.of deeds, 
including prayer for ooe’sjenemies, vi^ 
idng those in prison, feedag the hun- 
gry, clothing the naked and caring for 
widows and orphans. Conservative 
Christians ought to stop lodkit^ to the 
state for permission and validation and 
start looking to God for their commis- 
sion and marching orders. With this 
kind of faith, they vron*t have to petition 
government. Government will petition 
them to find out why what the/re doing 
works. , 

If and when they do, they will find 
they ore exerting real influence. They 
will stop believing that public displQ^nf 
their faith ore chwjtins anything, frotrf 
the outcome of foomou gomes to the 
transfonnation of culture; Their influ- 
ence is needed more than ever, but it 
will not bo felt so long as they settle for a 
lesser, worldly power, which is really do 
powerataU. - . " 

People with faith that the next election 
- will rum the Court and thti nation more 
to their way of thinking mi^t wish to - 
consider that three of the j^ces who 
voted to prohibit prayer at football 
games were appointed by ^publican 
presidents. If G^rge W. is elected 
president, who can guarantee any judges 
named by liim will not also lean to the , 
left? Whether they do or don’t should . 
have no effect on the prayer life or acts 
of people who worship on authority hi^- 
er than the state.

“It has made people realize that dam 
removal isn’t a crazy idea.” s;iid Margar- 
et Bowman of American Rivers, which 
also is targeting otlier dams arouml the 
country including four on the lower 
Snake River in Washington. "Tlie debate 
has shifted from 'should any dam be re- 
moved?’ IQ. 'docs this d.im make sense?”’ 
Since the Edwards Dam’s removal, two 
dozen smaller, dams in other states have 
come down and at least 18 others are 
scheduled to be removed tliis .summer or 
fall, according to American Rivers. 

For example, the removal of the Rains 
Mill Dam in North Carolina opened 49 
miles of historic .spawning grounds on the 


IJtde River to American and hickory sliad, 
• alewives, slionno.se and Atlantic sturgebn 
and striped bas.s, American Rivers .says. 

On Maine's Kennebec, alewives migra- 
ted back from the ocean in such numbers 
this spring that people were scooping 
them by tlte bucketful from the water 20 
miles upstream from where the Edis-nrds 
Dam once .sat. 

Atlantic .salmon had found their way to 
their native waters above the former 
dam site jiLst weeks after Edwards was 
gone, and so many striped bass were 
back that fly fishermen wereJiavinga 
field day on the upper Kennebec. 

Recently, sturgeon have been seen 
leaping from waters where diey had 
been absent since the days of Henry 
David Thoreau. 

In the stretch of river just above the 
dam site, water quality has improved to a 
point where it supports a healthy river 
ecosystem, say state environmental offi- 


cial^ who see more creatures and a more 
varied range of life in the river. 

And on tiie surface, canoes slowly ply 
the water iJiat was 'once roiled below ilie 
timber-and-concrete hydroelectric dam 
that was targeted by conservationists and 
sport fishermen a decade before 
Edwards finally came down. 

Environmentalists call the Kennebec’s 
revival a monumental success story. 

“Hopefully, what it will do is help 
other people’s attitudes as they look at 
other dams” that may ^ ripe for 
removal, said Andy Goode of the 
American Salmon Federation. 

Edwards Dam was built in 1837 to pro- 
vide riverside factories in Augusta with 
meciumical power. On July 1, 19W, 
church bells tolled. Interior Secretary 
Bruce Babbitt watched and hundreds of 
otlier spectators cheered as machines 
gouged an opening that let water flow 
through the dam that had spanned 917 
feet of the Kennebec. 

With its relatively low power output 
and advanced age, Edwards had long 
been targeted by conservationists nation- 
ally as a prime candidate for removal. 


When its owners sought rcliccnsing in 
1997, the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission ruled that more bcu^it 
would be gained by opening the Hver to ' 
several species of sea-run fish than by 
keeping Edwards’ power generators 
humming. 

Edwards became the first hydroelec- 
tric dam in die country ordered removed 
by the government against its owners’ 
vwshes. 

Edison Electric Institute, whicti repre- 
sents shareholder-owned utilities that 
produce 75 percent of the nation’s elec- 
oidty, still believes FERC overstepped 
its dam-rcliccnsing authority when it 
ordered Edwards removed. 

Moreover, EEI is concerned about the 
impact the dam’s removal could have on 
die country’s overall energy supply, said 
spokesman Dan Ricdingcr. 

“We don’t want to see anything erode 
our ability to have a variety of sources of 
electricity available to us,” said 
Riedlngcr. ^ 

ConsidcriiTg rising fuel co,sts and the 
growing demand for clean encTQr, hydro- 
electric power “should be considered a 


sensible energy source,” said Riedinger, 
adding it is by far the largest source of 
renevv^le energy in the counny, 
Unswaj^ by such orgumous, envinin- 
mcntalists wont to see four dams on the 
lower Snake River in Washington ;

New challenges come to recreation

a mountain, a U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice recreation technician points 
to a clearly visible dirt road a 
mile away, curving up a hillside.

“It’s not just .snowmobiles, it’s 
how they get the snowmobiles up 
here,’’ Yingst .said. 

According to the state 
Department of Parks and 
Recreation, Idaho had 20,000 
registered snms’mobile.s in 1988; 
10 years later, the number had 
readied 38,000. 

Twin Falls County Commis- 
sioner Bill Brockman acknowl- 
edged counties are obligated to 
maintain the roads leading to 
recreation sites. 

*Tl may still even lie a cost we 
bear, to keep kids out of trou- 
ble,’’ he said. 

Part of the challenge is making 
sure increased use doesn’t lead 
to increased pollution. At 
Magpie Basin on Rock Creek, 
water quality is a concern, and 
hypodermic needles have been 
found in the area, posing a threat 
to other users and Forest Sen’ice 
employees. 

Brockman said he’s concerned 
that grazers or dairymen could 
suffer because of the actions of 
recreation users. No one knows 
exactly what is contaminating 
Rock Creek, he said, and it could 
be campers. 

The trick is not discouraging 
recreation users, by taking away 
what dresv them in the first place. 

“Wc don’t want to keep people 
from doing what they want to 
do.’’ Peterson said. 


Lawyer, 
resigns 
from bar 

Action lets man 
avoid disbarment

BOISE - A former Twin Fall.s 
lawyer charged with mislian- 
dling a client’s money and then, 
lying about it resigned from the 
Idaho State Bar instead of facing 
possible di.sbarment. 

M. Gary Atkinson faced four 
other counts but rc.<dgned in late 
April before disciplinary hear- 
ings were held. The resignation 
docs not admit or deny the alle- 
gations, but it means Atkinson' 
cannot practice law in Idaho for 
at lea.st five years, the same pun- 
ishment as being disbarred. 

Very few lawyers in that posi- 
tion 'have ever even, tried to 
return to practice, Idaho State 
Biir lawyer Micliael Otits said. In; 
his 14 years with the bar Oths; 
has seen some try, but they all- 
failed, he said. ! 

In a complaint filed before the! 
Idaho State Bar's Professional; 
Conduct Board, bar lawyer Jo-- 
Ann Bowen charged Atkinson 
with misappropriation, conflict . 
of interest, lack of communica- 
tion. neglect and two counts of 
misreprescniaiion in a discipli- 
nary matter, all riolations of the 
lawyers’ rules of professional 
conduct. 

Atkinson’s lawyer. Dan 
Grober, declined comment on 
the case. 

Half of the charges arose from 
Atkinson’s dealings with Virgil 
and June Wilson, who went to 
the lawyer in 1995 lo help with 
their estate planning. 

Atkinson convinced the 
Wilsons to liquidate 18 annuities 
and life insurance policies, put 
the money in a living trust and 
then use the money to buy a new 
life insurance policy, the com- 
plaint says. 

More than 5826,000 went into 
a trust account after the liquida- 
tion. In September 199S 
Atkireson used about $800,000 of 
that money to buy a life insur- 
ance policy for the Wilsons, leav- 
ing ne.’rly 526,000 left in the 
ITU.SI. the complaint says. 

Five months later only S73J1 
of the original 525,800 re- 
mained in the trust account. At- 
kinson had spent the rest on . 
personal expenses, the com- 
plaint says.

Residents return to see what’s left after fire 


BENTON CITY, Wash. (AP) - 
Kristin Peck shot hoops in a drive- 
way basketball court Tliursday, 20 
feet from the duirred, crumpled 
remains of the mobile home she’d 
shared with her p'andmother. 

. Wlien a wildfire raced, througli 
pasturclancl north of town lute 
Wednesday, sbe only had time to 
grab a blanket and an album of 
pbotograjiiis of her mother, who ' 
died when she was 3. 

Then the flames came down 
nearby Rattlesnake Mountain. 

It wasn’t the first time she’d 
.seen a summer wildfire on the 
mountain. But this time, high 
winds. brought the blaze to her ; 
front door. 

"\Vc waiched.it come over the 
hill. 1 ju.st .sitw this wall of fire and 
it wjis dear that there wasn’t any- 
thitiR ... that was going to stop it.” 
said Kristin, u 17;year-old sum- 
mer lifeguard who seemed 
unfazed Thursday by the linger- 
ing. acrid smell of smoke. 

Her father, electronics worker 
Marty Peck, 43, estimated the 
flames were traveling at about-

40 mpli. right here. And then it exploded 

"You could sec it jetting on the pasture,” he sold, sipping 

toward us. It wa^ smoky and you water from a neighbor’s well. His

"It was just a fireball two or 
three times taller than our 
house,” said Peck, wcac beading 
on his brow in tho 90-dcgrec heat. 

“I thought we were goners." 

He said he had to leave behind 
the chickens kept in the field 
behind the Pecks’ two mobile 
homes. 

"I thought I might find some 
roasted chickens this morning, 
but they’re OK,” Peck said. 

So was the second mobile 
home, just 30 feet from the 
ruined one.

"I was amazed at how much 
was still standing," he said.

Union: Insurance costs 
will eat up pay increase 


LEWISTON (AP) - Most of the 
Idaho Department of Correction’s 
1,400-plus employees will get a 
40-cent-an-hour pay hike starting 
next month. 

The 380 entry-level workers 
also will receive a 5 percent hike, 
v^ch Gov. Dirk Kempthome rec- 
ommended for all entry-level 
state jobs. 

The 5 percent hike will mean 
an $1,165 increase to $23,982 a 
year for entiy-level officers. 

The department nltn will hand 
out $400,000 in merit raises in 
August from Its $2.1 million fund 
for pay raises, department 
spokesman Mark Comopis sai± 

The Republican-dominated 
Legislature appropriated 3 per- 
cent more for pay raises in the 
budget year starting in July. 
About 1^86 of the department’s 
1,427 employees received the 40- 
cent-an-hour pay hike, said 
Contopis. That is $832 more for 


employees working 40 houn a 
week for the fuD year. ' . ,

But Warren Lundquisc, 6u^- 
ness agent for Service EmpWrtes 
International Union Local 687 in

The cost of the most common 
insurance package for the chi- 
ployecs’ families will increase 
$84 for the next year. Single em- 
ployees will pay about $13 more. 

Ihe latest study shows solaces 
of Idaho’s correction officers lag 
14 percent behind other wc^om 
states, said Lundquisc, whose 
union represents more than 200 
ofticers in the prisons near Boise. 

Comopis said the Idaho Board 
of Correction has not discussed 
raising Director Jim Spalding’s 
$95,000 salary. 


Court: Law limiting jury awards is constitutional — Death notices -f- 


BOISE (AP) - Considering a 
Blaine County case, the Idaho 
Supreme Court .said a state limit 
on non-econumic damage awards . 
does not unconstitutionally in-' 
fringe on the right to a jury trial, 
constitute special legislation or 
violate the .separation of powers. ' 

The unanimous opinion is.sucd 
Tiiursduy came in response to . 
questions put to the high court by 
U.S. District Judge Edward 
Lodge, who presided over last 
year's malpractice trial'of Wood 
River Medical Center and Dr. Ian 
,Ross Donald, a Keichum obstetri- 
cian. 

Bryce Kirkland and his par- 
ents, former Carey residents 
Sandy and Quinn Kirkland, were 
awarded nearly $30 million by a 
federal jury in June 1999 in one 
of the largest sucli verdicts ever 
returned in Idaho. 

The’Kirklands, who by then 
had moved to Hamilton, Mont., 
alleged Bryce suffered serioii.s 
brain damage because Mrs. . 


Kirkland received poor treat- 
■ ment under Donald’s care ai the 
hospital when she was pregnant 
in 1995. 

Of tiic overall jury awtird, $18.5 
million was for non-economic 
damages - those not directly 
related to expenses incurred or 
expected to be incurred by the 
Kirklands as a result of Bryce's 
injiiric.s. 

But under Idaho law, tho 
Kirklands were limited to rcc6v- 
cry of $573,000 in non-cconomic 
damages from Wood River 
Medical Center instead of the 
53,75 million awarded by tho 
jury. There was no cap on 
Donald’s liability under that law 
since the jury specifically found 
that he had acted rccklos&Iy. 

Jurors hud apportioned 75 per- 
cent of the responsibility for 
Bryce's injuries to the ho.spital 
and 25 percent to Donald. 

The Kirklands said Bryce 
received poor care following an 
amniocentesis that Donald per- 


fomiod to determine whether the 
boy could survive o premoture 
bii^. Failing to notice Bryce was 
bleeding after the procedure led 
to permanent injuries, they 
oUeged. 

Before entering a final Judg- 
ment after the four-week trial. 
Lodge asked the Supreme Court 
to consider whether the law limit- 
ing non-cconomic damages vio- 
lates the Idaho Constitution by 
infringing on the jury’s role os a 
finder of fact in such cases, by 
establishing arbitrary, capricious 
or unreasonable classifications or. 
by Infringing on the power of the 
courts. 

In each case the high court 
found the statute to pass constitu- 
tional muster. 

Rather than infringe on the 
jury process, the law “simply lim- 
its the legal consequences of the 
jury’s findings,” Chief Justice 
Linda Coppic Trout wrote. 

"In this case, the Kirklands had 
a jury trial during which they 


were entitled, to present all of 
(heir claims and evidence to the 
Jury and have the jury render a 
verdict based on that evidence," 
she wrote. "That is all to whitdt 
the right to jury entitles them." 

'Trout said the law does not 
' constitute special legislation 
because it was part of a larger 
Icgislativc'package aimed at 
addressing concerns that large 
dvil jury verdicts were driving 
up the cost of liability insurance. 
In passing the law, she wrote, the 
state was acting on "a legitimate 
interest in protecting the avail- 
ability of liability insurance for 
Idaho dtizens.” 

In addition. Trout wrote, since 
the Legislature clearly may 
establish statutes of limitations, 
create new causes of action and 
otherwise modify the law, “it nec- 
essarily follows that the 
Legislature also has the power to 
limit remedies available to plain- 
tiffs without rioiadng the separa- 
tion of power doctrine.”

TWIN FALLS - Parties, firearm 
use and vandalism arc increasing .

Rock Creek Road curves in 
and out of Twin Falls and Cassia 
counties, alternating jurisdiction 
between two sh qftf fs* depart- 
ments. While TwinTalls County 
supplies deputies to patrol that 


area, the Forest Service wants to 
increase police presence and isn't 
sure who should provide it. 

The Sawtooth forest has one law 
enforcement officer covering Twin

Despite the small appropria- 
tions many districts receive, they 
say it helps stretch money for 
buildings and equipment needs. 
It’s used for repairs, remodeling, 
or equipment. 

Wendell School District plans 
to use 2000 lottery revenue to 
rent a 28-by-70-foot modular 
classroom building for the middle 
school campus.

A $2.6 million decline in divi- 
dends can be attributed to drop- 
ping sales, smaller Powcrball 
Jackpots and the completion of a 
$2 million computer system con- 
version, Lottery director Robert 
Ginkcl said. 

“The average jackpot was 
down 23 percent,” Ginkel said. 
“Total sales were down four per- 
cent.” 

Total Lottery sales this year 


were about $88 million, said 
Steve Woodall, deputy director 
for lottery administration. 
Schools and state buildings 
received about 20.5 percent of 
that revenue, which is le.ss than 
last year beciiusc of the lottery’s 
new Y2K computer accounting 
system, he .said.

Many In the consmiction business say it is 
a major problem, but some are resigned to 
thinidng of tool and supply theft as a routine 
cost 

“When it happens repeatedly it becomes 
the cost of doing business,” STARR Corp. 
President Glenn Arrington ^d. “It's o major 
problem In the industry.” 

STARR Corp. of Tv^ Falls, one of Magic 
Valley's largest construction companies, has 
lost an estimated $5,000 to $S,S()0 worth of 
tools in the past 2 years, he said. 

"We have made the efforts to try to secure 
our vans and job-site trailers better, but noth- 
ing is burglar proof,” Arrington said. 

Other companies, too, said that despite 
their precautions tools still get stolen. 

Thieves even took o trailer full of tools for 
a total loss of $25,000 from Gary D. Jones 
Construction Co. Inc of Burley, said the com- 
pany’s accotmtihg manager, Cdvin Jones. 

“It’s aggravating - that’s money that you 
could do something else with,” Jones said. 
“It’s certainly costly.” 

Although most construction companies 
have their tools insured, deductibles often 
ore so high it doesn’t do them much good 
whenn few tools are stoIen,'he addi^ 

"Usually we don’t even turn in claims” to 
the insurance provider, Jones said. “You 
don’t usually collect a lot. We have a^.OOO 
deductible. The loss comes out of ouf profits. 
It’s a cost u.' doing' business; if it doesn’t pass 
on to the customer eventually we aren’t doing 
business.” ■ 

So, what do the companies’ owners do? 

They moke it harder for thieves to steal 
their equipment, said Bob Mogensen, Twin 
Falls-area construction manager for B^ton 
Construction Co. 

“The industry is self-policing itself,” 
Mogensen said. “WeYe notmaldng it as easy 
for the crooks. People were leaving too many 
things out there for the thieves to gcL Wc lost 
$10,000 and $15,000 In one year on two differ- 
ent jobs. Now we don't leave anything in the 
job sharks. We're taking more precaution-s in . 
locking up tools or toldng them back, to the 
shop." 

A lock isn’t always enou^ 

“The'tools are picked up and locked at 
night, and we encourage the superintendents 
to pull tludr trailers to the shop or take them 
home with them at night,” Jones said. “We've 
established policies if they ore not in a 
lodced and enclosed fence they take the trail- 
ers with them.” 

Owners have little hope of recovering 
stolen tools, they say. 

“AH of our to^ arc marked and we record 
the serial numbers, but usually that docs lit- 
tle good,” Arrington said. “M^ of the tools 
that are stolen are out of the state in the next 
day or two.”

“We treat it like any other theft,” Twin 
Falls police Staff Sgt. Steve Bcnkula said. 

“What would help us out arc serial numbers 
and having the tools marked in some way. 

About the only way to identify if a tool has 
been stolen is by a serial number.” 

The Boise Police Department instituted a 
program that has helped cut down on con- 
struction-sitc thefts, Bcnkula added. A 
builder in Boise can obtain a registration 
number from police, then engrave tliat num- 
ber on its tool& They also paint tools v\-ith col- 
ors of their own choosing. 

Something similar to the Boise program 


would work in Twin Falls, Bciikula said. 

"I wouldn't mind seeing a program like 
that here,” he said. “I think it would absolute- 
ly work here. ... I think that would be a big 
boost in prevention.” 

When staffing allows, Twin Falls police try 
to patrol construction sites more in the sum- 
mer. But builders should be sure to put every 
away at ni^t. 

"Maintain control of your tools,” Bcnkula 
said. “Don’t leave them on the job sites."

Downtown will ask 
City Council to help 
fund strategy study

TWIN FALLS - Downtown and 
Old Towne leaders wiim to see a 
comprehensive business devel- 
opment plan so they have a 
dear, concise missioa 
The development plan would 
build on the much dted “Center 
and Edge” strategic plan for 
regeneration of old Twin l•■illls. 
completed by Moscow-based 
Tom Hudson Co. in 1994. 

That same company helped 
the Historic Downtown Business 
Improvement District pick its 
new executive 'irectnr, :md last 
month it helped the downtown 
BID and the Old Towne Business 
Improvement District toward 
evcnttially merging the two orga- 
nizations. 

Tom Hudson Co. wotiltl com- 
plete the proposed study over 
sixth months at a cost of 555,000, 
the BIDs’ Executive Director Tim 
Jones said at Thursday’s down- 
town board meeting. 

“Tliis i.s an outstanding oppor- 
tunity for us to move ahead," he 
said. “It will help us identify 
niche markets, give us specific 
ways 10 sell downtown and give 
us landscape tmd promotional 
tools.” 

Member.s of the city’s Urban 
Renewal Agency by telephone 
conference have pledged $25,000 
to the study — a grant to be for- 
malized at a meeting later - and 
downtown board members 
Thursday dedicated $5,000 to it. 
The $5,000 will come out of the 
education expenses provided for 
Jones in next year’s budget. His 
Main Street training may be put 
off for a year in lieu of the smdy. 
Historic Downtown BID hoard 
chairman Ron Thompson said. 

The BIDs plan to ask the City 
Council July 10 to provide the 
remaining $25,000 for the pro- 
ject, Jones said.

WorldCom takes a 
look at Nextel again

With the demise of its plan to 
merge with Sprint Corp., 
WorldCom Inc reiwrtedly is t^- 
ing another look at the mobile 
phone company it almost bought 
14 months ago - Nextel Carp, of 
Rescon, Va., which recently 
began aoing business in the 
Ma^c Volley. 

Buying Nextel now, however, 
will cost WorldCom at least four 
times what it would have had to 
pay in eorly 1999 - when 
WorldCom walked away from 
the deal because the price was 
toohigh. 

Nextel shares rose after 
Monday, when speculation began 
about renewing the courtship 
with WorldCom. 

Adjusted for a two-for-onc 
split, Nextel shares were around 
$40 when the previous talks 
broke off in April 1999. Nextel 
has issued million.s of additional 
shares since then. 

As a result, the total value of 
Nextel’s stock has grown from 
less than $12 billion to almost 
$46 billion. . 

Further escalating the poten- 
tial cost to WorldCom is the 
slumping price of its own shores, 
which are the currency it proba- 
bly would use to pay at least part 
of the price for Nextel. 

But even at a much higher 
price, Nextel is still the most 
attra^ve mobile phone compa- 
ny available to WorldCom, 
telecommunications analysts say. 
The only other possibility vrould 
be to buy VoiceStream 
Communications, the Seattle

company that acquired

“If I was WorldCom, my 
favorite would be to go With 
Nextel,” said analyst Christoper 
Larsen of Prudential Securities 
in New York. 

“If you’re going to get into 
wireless communications, you 
probably want to do it on a 
nationwide basis and you don’t 
have a lot of choices,” he said. 
“Nextel and VoiceStream ore it." 

Nextel officials Wednesday 
repeated their standard answer 
to inquiries about whether the 
company is interested in a merg- 
er. “We will listen to anyone who 
wants to talk to us.” their 
'spokesman said. 

With about 5.5 million cus- 
tomers, Nextel is not nearly as 
big in the wireless phone busi- 
ness as Sprint, which has 6.5 mil- 
lion customers of its own plus 
another 6.9 million on the net- 
works of regional firms that arc 
its partners. 


Tech-sawy bank chief aims 
to improve customer service

SAINT PAUL, Minn. - U.S. 
Bangorp’s computer system was 
near collapse more than a 
decade ago, and newly arrived 
chief executive Jack Grundhofer 
quickly picked up-and-coming 
executive Phil Hcoslcy to fix' it. 

Hcoslcy was an obvious choice. 
He had been a frequent critic of 
the bank’s efforts to update its 
30-ycar-old technology, and he 
had talked about leaving - a situ- 
ation Grundhofer was directed to 
fix by one of his new bosses on 
the board of directors. 

The choice proved a wise one. 

Grundhofer asked him to stick 
around: “Before you do anything 
crazy, we've got a real oppornmi- 
ty here,” he recalled saying. “He 
took that risk and he's paid it 
back many times, and he's also 


been rewarded.” 

The latest reward came a year 
ago, when U.S. Bancorp - which 
has Magic Valley bank branches 
- again found itself on the ropes. 
Grundhofer promoced Hcoslcy to 
president, chief operating officer 
and, to many observers, heir 
apparent as chief executive of 
the nation’s 13th largest bank. 

Under Heaslcy, technology 
had become the backbone of 
U.S. Bancorp and the envy of the 
industry, but he wasn’t an obri- 
ous choice for the No. 2 spot, 
according to people who know 
him. He's a firm believer in using 
technology to solve the problems 
of banking: yet U.S. Bancorp’s 
biggest problem these day.s - a 
reputation for poor customer ser- 
vice - largely came about 
because of the bank’s reliance on 
technology. 


On the retail side, thai icchnol- . 
ogy centers on mining customer 
data to enable the bank to pre- 
dict lx.-havior such as dcjxisit.s so 
that it can cover checks that 
migiit otherwise bounce and to 
pick product.s and .services cus- 
tomers miglit want to buy at the 
riglit time, 

Hcasley tilsu has been invoIv> d 
in developing U,S. Bancorp's 
payment processing business, 
which includes everything from 
cash-machine transactions to 
managing sales of gasoline and 
oil change.s for large corporate 
motor p(X)l.s. 

Heaslcy is regarded as very 
hriglit and brimming with ideas. 
He’s also considered by analysts 
and some in the Twin Cities 
banking business as somewhat

It’s tea time 


NEW YORK (AP) - Stocks fell 
Thursday us investors worried 
that rising interest rates have 
begun cutting ipto corporate 
prohts and will continue to pinch 
earnings if tile Federal Reserve 
boosts rates again at its August 
meeting. 

A series of earnings warnings 
toppled a market already strug- 
gling to digest the Fed’s decision 
on Wednesday to leave interest 
rates unchanged but warn about 
risks of inflation. Selling was 
broad-based. 

“The market has been fixated 
on the Fed. and it will continue to 
be." said Brittain Ellis Prigge. 
vice president at Balenline & Co. 
in Atlanta. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age fell 129;75 to close at 
10.398.04. 

Broader stock indicators also 
dropped. The Standard & Poor's 
500 index was down 12.43 at 
1,442.39, and the Nasdaq compos- 
ite index was down 63.11 at 
3.877.23. 

Scattered earnings di.s;>ppoint- 
mems dragged tlie market lower. 

Unisys plunged S9.063 to 
S14.563 after warning that its sec- 
ond-quarter revenue and earn- 
ings will miss analysts’ expecta- 
tions. The company said clients 
have deferred several large tech- 
nology contracts. 

Goodyear fell S2.125 to $21.25 
after saying it expects to report 
earnings <if about 37 cents a 
share for the quarter. Analysts 
had been expecting earnings of 
58 cents. Analysts said the shon- 
fall conies from the tire maker’s 
un.successful attempt to raise 
prices to offset the rudng cost of 
raw materials. 

The warnings sent a chill 
through a market that was 
already hurt by the Fed's 
announcement on Wednesday. 
The central bank’s wjirning on 
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inflation led many anaiysis to 
expect that the Fed will raise 
rates at its August meeting. 

"I don’t think the game is over. 
This is more like the seventh 
inning stretch,” said John'Forelli, 
senior vice president at 
Independence Investment 
Associates in Boston. "The Fed is 
waiting to see whether economic 
activity slows substantially. I 
don’t think any investors can rule 
out action in August.” 

In the meantime, analysts said, 
the market may find excuses to 
remain stalled in a narrow range.' 
Stocks had advanced modestly in 
the days leading up to the meet- 
ing, leading investors to take 
some profits Thursday. Also, 
traders said investors were 
unloading some stocks ahead of 
the Independence Day weekend. 



Financial stocks, which are 
highly sensitive to rising interest 
rhics, pulled the Dow lower. J.P. 
Morgan fell $4,125 to $112.50 and 
Citigroup fell $1.50 to $62,625. 

Investors were also taking prof- 
its from the technology stocks 
that haverisen in recent sessions. 
LSI Logic fell $5.75 to 553.25 and 
Qsco fell $2,375 to $61,188. 

On the New York Stock 
Exchange. Eli Lilly soared 
$15,125 to $102.25 after announc- 
ing that an independent board 
gave a favorable review to its 
drug Zovant, u-sed to treat sepsis. 
The experimental drug, which 
.still needs approval from the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
would be the first drug approved 
for the treatment of sepsis, a dis- 
ease in which the body’s systems 
fad due to infection.

Inflation indicator surges due to energy prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. economy grew robustly in 
the first three months of this 
year, while a key inflation mea- 
sure took its biggest leap since 
late 1^, largely reflecting surg- 
ing energy prices. 

The country’s total output of 
goods and services, called the 
gross domestic product, rose at 
an annual rate of 5.5 percent dur- 
ing the January-March quarter, 
the Commerce Department said 
Thursday. 


That was slightly faster than 
the government’s two previous 
estimates of first-quarter GDP, 
which both clocked in at d 5.4 
percent rate. But it was slower 
than the 7.3 percent growth rale 
in the fourth quarter of 1999. • 
Meanwhile, an inflation gauge 
tied to the GDP — and one 
watched closely by Fed 
Chairman Alan Greenspan - 
rose at an annual rate of 3.5 per- 
cent in the first quarter, up from 
2.5 percent in the fourth quar- 


Higher energy prices account- 
ed for most of the first-quarter 
gain. 

That was the biggest morce^ 
since 3.5 percent in the third 
quarter of 1994. The 3.5 percent 
firstquaner increase hasn’t bem 
exceeded since a 3.6 percent gdm 
in the first qunner of 1992. . 

On Wall Street, investors’ vror- 
rics about higher interest rales 
sent the Dow Jones down lOS 
points in afternoon trading. - 
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gruff, with less polish than old- 
style bankm like Grundhof^.

Sotomayor said he was “very 
bothered,” by the decision and 
didn’t think that the lAAF had 
taken into account the argu- 
ments that he and Cuban spons 
officials had presented to 
declare his irmocencc. 

Cuban authorities have insist- 
ed that Sotomayor’s urine sam- 
ples were manipulated after he 
tested positive and officials 
stripped him of his Pan Am

“Modesty aside, I am one of 
the symhol%of Cubdn sports, and 
aside from me personally, this 
hurt Cuban sports,” he said. 
“This was the object of all of 
this. I have been used.” 
Sotomayor said he wasn’t 
daunted by the fight that lay 
ahead to seek to review the rul- 
ing. Cuba can take the case to 
the lAAF Council and ask for a 
revision. 

“I am going to continue fight- 
ing, and with the president of 
the Cuban athletic federation, 
Alberto Juantorena - himself a 
member of the lAAF Council - 
we will seek a revision of the 
judgment,” Sotomayor said.

At issue is "fatty acid syn- 
thase" or FAS, an enzyme system 
pivotal for turning carbohydrates 
into the building blocks of fat 

Surprisingly, in the eoriy 1990s 
sdendsts disa>vered cancer cells 
use FAS to produce their own fat 
for fuel, Kuhajda said. No one 
knows why. But the Hopkins 
researchers created a FAS block- 
er to see if it could fight cancer. 
In mouM testing, this so-called 
C75 made cancer cells die with- 
out harming nearby normal cells, 
he said. 

■ But the mice all had a stunning 
side effect: They stopped eating 
and dramatically lost weight 
until the drug wore off. 

Weight loss in a cancer patient 
is a serious problem, so the puz- 
zled scientists began hunting on 
explanation. 

It turns out that production of 
a brain chemical called neu- 
ropeptide y - a well-known 
appente regulator - plummeted 
in the C75-treated mice. 
Normally when animala fast, neu- 
ropeptide Y sharply jumps and 
. appetite consequently imreoscs. 
But the C75 preventra that, fool- 
ing animals into thinking they 
were fed, Kuhajda said. 

How? To build fat, FAS uses 
another molecule cnttM malorwl- 
CoA Bloddng FAS didn't stop the 
body’s normal production of that 
molecule. Instead, moIonyl-CoA 
just piled up without that next step 
in the fat-lmilding assembly line. 
High levels of the molecule some- 
how signaled the brain not to pro- 
duce neuropeptide Y, Kuhajda 
said.

Senate votes for limited new patient products 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Republican-controlled Senate 
voted Thursday night for limited 
new patient protections, includ- 
ing a restrictra right to sue their 
HMOs, overriding Democratic 
protests that the plan was an 
election-year sham. 

The vote wos 51-47, largely 
along party lines, and capped 
two weeks of intense partisan- 
ship in both the House and 
Senate over health care issues 


expected lo resonate in the fall 
campaign. 

Senate GOP Whip Don 
Nickles, R-Okla., said the propos- 
al marked a “significant conces- 
sion” over Icgislotion that 
Republicans approved last year 
that barred lawsuits. He also said 
the proposal had built on 
progress made in months of 
closed-door negotiations with 
Democrats on the issue of 
patients' rights. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., countered that the bill 
had been "drafted solely by 
Republicans,” and fell short of 
covering all 161 million insured 
Americans who would be cov- 
ered under a rival plan backed 
by Democrats and the White 
House. 

The vote did little to clarify 
the future of patients’ rights leg- 
idation, one of two major health- 
related measures that Congress 


is considering with in the run-up 
to the fall campaign. 

The other, a bill to provide pre- 
scription drug coverage to 
Medicare recipients, cleared the 
House on Wednesday under poUti- 
cal circumstances akin to the 
Senate’s vote on parientt’ rights. On 
that issue, it was House 
Republicans exercising ihcir major- 
ity muscle to advance a bill that 
Democrats said would do little to 
address the needs of American.-;.

LOS POZOS, Colombia - 
Rebels threatened Thursday to 
introduce surface-to-air misses 
into Colombia’s civil war and 
vowed to battle a planned U.S.- 
backed offensive against the 
country’s drug crops - a source of 
wealth for the insurgents. 

(Critics of Washington's $1.3 
billion aid package, expected to 
be passed by Congress by week’s 
end, have said it will intensify 
the war and pull the United 
States into a quagmire. Analysts 
expect the-rebels to fiercely 
resist attempts by U.S.-trained 
Colombian troops, backed by 
U.S.-suppIied helicopters, to seize 
coca-growing areas. Coca is the 
raw material for cocaine. 

Ivon Rios, a commander of -the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia, or FARC, said his 
group would arm coca fanners if 
needed to resist "U.S. aggres- 
sion." Rios said rebels may also 
purchase surfacc-to-air missiles 
to shoot down combat heli- - 
copters, which form the most 
expensive component of the U.S. 
oio package.

DEAR ABBY: Each year on the 
Fourth of July, thousands of 
adults and diildren are seriously 
injured by fireworks. Many bums 
and injuries affect eyedsbc, per- 
manently damaging, and in some 
cases, blinding the victims. 
Because of this, the American 
Optometric Association has 
joined the Millennium Firewo^ 
Safety Partners, a coalidcm of 35 
nadonal organizations, in tu-ging 
people to avoid private fireworks 
and instead enjoy profe^onol 
displays. 

According - to the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission (CPSC), an estimat- 
ed 20 percent to 25 percent of 
firework injuries are to the eyes. 
In a special study of fireworks- 
related injuries covering the peri- 
od June 23 to July 23,. 1999, 
CPSC reports that there were 
6,300 emergency room-treated 
injuries, most involving fire- 
works, rockets and sparklers. 
Forty percent of the victims were 
undtf 15 years of age, and about 
75 percent were males.
